Manners , and the want of common Prudence and Civility. 
Yet, give mc leave, in ſofter words, to intimate, That 
think you are in Equity obliged to grant, and 1 may with Mo- 
deſty expe, your kind acceptance of my friendly compliance 
with your deſires, in making it ths publick 5 and to cheriſh 
what now in this form is properly your own, For 1/6 the 
Sermon, 4s Compoled ard Preactied, was mine, aud I muſt 
#ot diſown it ; yet as a Printed Book "is yours. And ad- 
mitting that no wiſe Parents are over-fond ; yet all, who have 
ot diveſied themſelves of Natures Inſtinfts, are tender of, 
and kind to their own Off-ſpring. Or ſuppoſing 6n your re- 
fuſal to Adopt it, it muſt jiill call me Father, you are by your 
9w7: choice at leaſt become its Godfathers, its Suſceptors and 
Sareties, ard have freely and of your own accord undertaken 
the Office to anſwer for it , by the name of the Apothecaries 
Sermon 3 and therefore it may claim your Proteion , 4s its 
right and due. 

Had it obtruded it ſelf, and thruſt into your Hall without 

| bidding, it had deſervedly run the hazard of a doubtful wel- 
come. But 'tis an aggravated Incivility, firſt to invite 4 
Gueſt, and when he comes, to frows upon him and, fo much 
as by the Language of a wry look, to ſay, he ſhould have 
brought his Stool with him : which I will not ſuſpe, becauſe 
"twould be a wrong to perſons of your Ingenuity and Can- 
dour. 

What ſupercilions and unkind Cenſures it may meet with 
from others, 1 cannot eaſily foreſee 5 becauſe I am ot conſcious 
zo my ſelf it doth deſerve or hath provoked any, to give it ſuch 
reception. However, I look upon you 95 its proper ard com- 
petent Judges 3 If you approve it , "tis cnongh , T ſhall reſt ſ4- 
tified, ard little value what others ſay, who may be ſuſpeFed. 
to want ludifferency, and there will le a fair Appeal How

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their ſevereſt Sentence, as being paſſed from an v ſurping Tri- 
bunal, ard pronounced Coram non Judice, Tet , becauſe 
wiſe men travel with thoſe Arms, ihey hope they ſhill not have 
occaſion to make uſe of, I will provide to obviate two po/ſible, 
though Þ hope, not provable ailaults.

I hope none of 
Jour Fellow-Citizens will betray ſo bad an humour in this 
caſe ; for T have injur*4 none, ir pleading your Right. Thave 
cautelonſly forborn to name auy other Profeſſions, ox a donble 
account ; becanſe Compariſons «re odious, and [ would not 
tempt any to think, that dijobliging KefleG ions would erifie 

on, | 
Next, That 1 might net ſeem to uſay ary thing Thad ſaid 
to your Advantage + for 3t hed been a tacit acknowledoment 
of the want of your own innate Li:itre, to weed a Fol! to fet 
yon off, But while others retain tir «inal Precedency, 
they may with Patience ſuffer tho/e bolow thom, to have Cor- 
dials adminiſired againſt the AMisfortuze of an unlucky, ra- 
ther than a faulty, Diſtnberifo, 

For the Second , 1 can eaſily fight their Impertinency, 
who cent it juch in me, to ſpeak periivertly, and 3n a Dia- 
ict ſuited 10 He OCCa how mich invited me to it, 

Te Pulpit, 1 confeſs, is jo ſacred 2 Flee, and Preaching 
# ſo ſeriows a work, 1 ſhould be the Iift t1an who woilld for- 
grve my felf, ſhould any Iighe, 6r unbeconing Phraſe eſcape 
me, in that poly employment. Put let we add, Tims and 
Place,. 
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Placs, and the toncitien of the Auditory muſt be conſider'd; 


and that is appote, nſeful, yea comely in ſome Circumſtances, 


which might be leſs decorous in ordinary nſe. Soloman hath 
taught me, that Every thing is beautiful 1a 1ts ſeaſon. Ard 
that A word fitly ſpoken is like Apples of Gold in Silver 
Pitturcs. Not only yon in point of intereſt, but all Wiſe men, 
by common diſcretion, entertain thoſe Medicaſters with con- 


tempt and laighter, who boaſt of Catholicons, one Remedy 


2 cure af Diſeaſes, and fill every Parients bottle out of the 
ſame Tub. If a man be ſich, be expeds his Doftor preſcribe, 
and bis Apothccary adminiſter Phylick proper to the Di- 
{temper ke labours under. Andit would be a lame excuſs, for 
either of thewz to ſay, The Medicine was good, and to be finnd 
in the Diſpcnſatory, if it were not good, that 3s, fit for hint 
in his particular caſe, who took it. And it would be no 
good, though not ſo bad aw account, for a Preacher to al. 
ledge,twas good Divinity he preacht,if it had no affinity with 
the occaſion, nor ſuitableneſs fo the preſent condition of his 
Fearers. | 

For my part, T impoſe on no man to take my meaſures or 
the like occaſion ; yet let me borrow one Alluſion more. The

the frequent uſe of Parables , and cloathing Spiritual 
things with apt Sizzilitudes and fit Reſemblances, drawn 
from their Profc{hons, Callings and Imployments, to 
whom God by his Son, or Servants, did direct his

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Thus oar Lord Preaching to the Country-people, 
whoſe Occupation was Husbandry and T:l/age, ſhadows 
out the Goſpel by the ſoy], the Seed, the ſowing, the 
growth, ard the encreaſe of it.And to his Diſciples, moſt 
of whom by Trade were Fiſhermen, by Nets, and Fiſs, 
and rraſh, and promiling to make them Fiſhers of men. 
Which Anthentickh Preſtdents will abundantly warrant 
the choice I have made of the words propounded, with 
delign to Conſecrate your Shops into ſo many Chappels, 
and to Extra&t from your corporal Medicines, Spiritual 
Remedies and Antidotes againſt -th: Diſeaſes of your 
Souls; that the diligence you ufe for the Health of your 
Patients, may infuſe into you the like exattneſs to pre- 
ſerve the reputation of true Wiſdow and Homonr , and 
to avoid whatever may forfeit-either of them : For 
wile Solomon hath told you, As dead flies, &c. ſo doth a 
dittle, &&c. which tsbat.a making up ſecundum Artem,and 
gilding over with a neat Alluſton that plain Pzl, that 
conciſe truth, with which he had concluded the pre- 
ceding Chapter, Ore Sinzer deſtroys much good ; and 1n 
more words would amount to thus much, That as a 
little. Negligence may ſpoil , pervert, and render your 
choiceſt Medicines not only uſeleſs, but noxions: So 
may, ſo will one  heedleſs Overſight, one act of Indi- 
ſcretion blaſt, blot and blemiſh the Mar, nay the whole 
Seciety and Corporation of which he is a Member; who 
before was efteem'd and honour'd for a wiſe and skilful 
Artiſt, for an honeſt and a verruous perſon.

[ begin with the Firft, the Propoſition, Dead flies canſe 
the Ointment of the Apothecary to ſend forth a ſlinking ſa- 


vour 5 which is a Figarative and elegant deſcant upon 


this -plain Truth, That the moſt excellent and uſeful - 


things may be corrupted and perverted by the caſual or 


careleſs mixture of a little Evil. 


To illuſtrate which more fully and clearly , let us 
conſider theſe Three Particulars. 

Firſt, The Worth and Dignity of the SzbjeF, coucht 
and implied in the Title fixt and mſcribed upon its 

The Ointment of the Apothecary. 

Secondly, The greatneſs of the debaſement,and badneſs 
of the Corruption, expreſt in a total depravement, tur- 
ning it quite contrary to its nature, making that which 
was deſign'd for a fragrant Odour and ſweet Perfume,into 
a loathſome ſcent 3 in the Prophets words, Ifa. 3. 24. 1n- 
ſtead of a ſweet ſmell, there ſhall be a ſtink. 

Thirdly, The ſmalneſs of the Caute producing ſo great 
and ſo contrary an Ettect; Ore dead fly, 

Give me leave to explain all theſe, for 'tis the right 
underſtanding of them which muſt give the Emphaſes 
and weight both to the Propoſition and the moral Truth 
In the Reddition , which all the reſt was deſigned for 
the heightning and inhanfſing of. 

For were not the thing ſpoken of, very good, and ex» 
cellent, the marring and ſpoiling of it were leſs confi- 

B 2 ſidcrable, 
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derable. It muſt be. ſomething very good, the marring 
of which is ſo very bad. 

Or did it only allay or abate its uſefulneſs, leave it 
ſtil] good, th leſs good than it ſhould or would have 
been, and not totally pervert it and turn it to the con- 
trary, the caſe were not ſo remarkably ſad. 

Or laſtly, Were the Caule ſignal and great, purpoſely 
intended and evidently proportionable to ſuch an Effee, 
the wonder would be leſs: But that fo ſmail a Cauſe, 6 
caſual and undeſigned, fhould produce ſuch a miſchief ; 
this increaſes the ſtrangeneſs, and with a loud and fmart 
Alaruns awakens our Caution againſt the like. 

The pounding and cearling thele Sizples , will pre- 
pare them to make up the preſcribed Compoſition. The 
Explication of theſe Particulars will demonſtrate the. 
truth which hath been propounded. 

I begin with the excellency of the Subje#, which, 
may be evidenced; 

Firſt, From the matter, Ointment. 

Secondly, From the Maker, The Apothecary. 


Firſt, The Matter, p3W, Oleum, Pinguedo, tum natu- 
ralis tum condita ; Oyl, Fatneſs, both Natural and Arti- 
ficial, Simple and Compound, We find it uſed, Exo- 
dus 30. 25. An Oyl of holy Ointment , an Ointment com- 
pound afier the Art of the Apothecary : And the very 
word 1mplies'i1ts excellency 3 and Fat is uſed to fignihe 
very good, or the beſt 3 asa fat Land, fat Paſtures, the 
fat . Kine. in Pharaoh's Dream. And David calls it by 
way of Allufton, 4 excelent Ol, Plal. 141. 5. 

And may by theſe Five Conſiderations bs farther e- 
vinced ; 

1. From the ſrgredients ſuch Ointments were com- 
pounded of, pure Myrrh, fivcet Cinamon, fweet Calams, 
Caſjra, Ozl Olive, Exod. 30. 23, 24.

3. From the natural effc&ts it had upon men; Firſt, 
Outwardly upon the Face, which it rendrcd beautiful and:

upon the Heart, which 1t rejoyced and made glad 5 
Prov. 27. 9. Ointment and Perfune rejoyce the heart 5 cal- 
lcd therefore the Oz] of Gladzeſs, Pal. 45. 7; God hath 
anointed thee with the ozl of gladneſ.-—, Which Oyl was 
ſuch an Ointment made up of. coſily Spices, as is evident 
from the following verſe, AU thy Garments ſmell of Myrrb,, 
Aloes and Caſſia, whereby they have made thee glad. 

4. From its exceeding Fragrancy, for it would fill an 
whole houſe with its Odoxr, Joh. 12. 3. | 

And Laſtly from its Price , which was very coſtly ; 
ſuch was that Box of Ointment which Mary brake and 
poured on the Body of our Lord, Mat. 26. very preci- 
ous, worth three hundred pence, St. Mar. 14. 5. that is, 
Sixteen Pounds, Seventeen Shilliags Six Pence, of our 
preſent Money. 

Secondly,Its Excellency may be evidenced from the Ma- 
kerz The Apothecary. Materiam ſuperabat Opra.The Work 
and the Workman do ofc refleft mutual Honour upon 
cach other. Some Noble Curious Pieces well defign/d,and 
x well performed, make the Author famous ; and when 
he hath acquired Reputation,and his Name 1s up, 'tis an 
honour to his future Works, to be the product of ſuch 
an Head and Hand. 

A Zenxis, an Apelles, a Rubens, Holbens, or a Vandikes 
Name, commends a Piece, beyond what the beſt of 
Uraters could do in a ſet Harangue. 

And as it 1s with fingle perſons, ſo 1s it with Societies 
of the Sons of Art. They attain Repute by their ex- 
cllent and uſeful Inventions: And then *'tis a credit to 
their Works, to be the effects of fo ::nowned and inge- 
nous Artiſts, And. 
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And of all tke Curious and Uſeful Myſteries, which 
the Wiſdom of God hath imparted to Mankind, and the 
Ingennity, Induſtry, and Experience of Men hath impro- 
ved to the higheſt Perfection; None can pretend to 
equal Dignity with the Apothecaries ; as will appear from 
the Authentick Records of the Sacred Oracles, which as 
they are always the beſt Authority, ſo are they the moſt 
proper to be alledged and infiſted on by him that {peaks 
from ſuch a place as this. Leaving therefore other Srexes, 
as fitter for another fort of Heralds, in which to Blazer 
their Renown: I will confine my ſelf to my peculiar 
Province , and from the holy Scciptures (ſhall borrow 
thoſe Lights and Colours, which will demonſtrate what 
I have propounded ; and they are theſe Four. 

Firſt, Their Antiquity. | 

Secondly, The Perſons exerciſing this Profeſſion. 

Thirdly, The ftgnal Character inſcribed on it. 

Fonrthly, The Object it 1s converſant about. 

Firſt, Antiquity : Optinea que prima. Precellency of 
Honour accompanies Precedency of Time; the excel- 
lency of Dignity belongs to the Firſt-born, Gen 49. 3. 

And however it comes to paſs, that 'tis 
* The Apotbeca= not of the firſt Twelve in this * great Ci- 
ries were not In- ty ; yer in the greater and elder Corpora- 
corporated "ll 150#2 of Mankind, *tis of the firſt three, as 
the 14th of King wY pig if agteds- 
Tames. Dias Worthies were diſtinguiſht. And 
I can aſcribe it to nothing but the Uzpo- 
liteneſ5 of thoſe ruder times (to lend them a ſofter Epi- 
thete than they deſerved) which preferr'd ſuch as for de- 
cency I forbear to name, before Apothecaries : For, Is not 
the Life more than Meat, and the Body more than Rai- 
tent £ Mat. 6. 25. But 'tis noſtrange thing, that the 
firſt ſhould be lift, and the laſt firſt. 

That great Apoſile, who was not of the Twelve when 
Judas himſelf was reckoned 1n that number, but was 4 

one 


$8 
one born out of due time; yet excelled them all in Uſe- 
fulneſs and Labour. As in Arckite@ure, the beauty of the 
Houſe 1s added laſt 3 and the Corwer- ſtone, which is both 
the Mauniment and Ornament of the whole Fabrick, is (et 
on after all, with ſpouting. The t/ird Sitting gives the 
finiſhing ſtroaks; and lends thoſe toxches, from which the 
PiZure borrows its Sprightlineſs, its Air and Life. 

Oar own Storzes tell us, Time was when Lozdox was 
incloſed with Hzrdles, and had no better Fence than an 
Hedg of Thorns 3 and then we read of no Apothecarizs 
Company. They, the living Ramparts and Defences of 
their Felow-Citizens Healths and Lives, ſtaid to come in 
with Walls of Stone and Marble. No wonder the brigh- 
ter Stars of this Civil Orb appeared not 1n thoſe darker 
Ages; which had not bcen ſo dark, but for want of 
their benign Influence and Light. 

However, 1rgenuity is the nobler Inheritance of youn-» 
ger Brothers 5 And why not ſo in Cities, as well as Fa- 
milies and Houſes 2 

But for true Antiquity amongſt the Citizens of the 
World, the Birth-right is the Apothecaries clearly. 

Moſes was the Ancienteſi of Writers, and he ſuppoſes 
their Profeſſion more ancient than himſelf, and ſpeaks of 
their Art,as one the world was long and well-acquainted 
with, before his early days. And his great Grandfather | 
Jacob had been Embalmed by them. Indeed their Ori- 
emma fcems ike the Head of Ns, *1s fo hard to trace it 
to the Beginning, that they may juſtly be eſteemed a 
kind of Aborigines among Profefſions. And who can 
doubt, but that the Divine Goodueſs, which uſeth to 
prevent our Needs with ſuitable Reliets, took care for 
arlidotes, afſoon as Sin had brought in Diſcaſes , Sick- 
neſs, Mortality and Death! 

Secondly, The Perſons exerciling this Profcſiion. To 
lay nothing of Sclomon, the wileſt and greateſt bath of 
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Kings and Mex, whoſe excellent.sk;// in the knowledg 
of Simples (a chief branch of the Apothecaries Art tg 
be a good Botonift) was an eminent part of his great 
Wiſdom ;, 1 King. 4.33. He ſpake of Plants from the Ce- 
dars of Lebanen to the Hyſsp on the wall: Nor of King 
Mithrilates, whoſe Royal Name crowns the choicelt of 
their three great Compoſitions, | 

Mzj2s, who was King in Jejurun, and a mighty Pro- 
phet, and who converft with God as never any did be- 
tides, familiarly and face to face, 1s recorded as the firſt, 
expre{t by name, cxerciling the Apothecurties Art, when 
Cod him{clf made the Diſpenſatory 3 Recipe. 

Take thou alſo unto thee principal Spices, of pure Myrrle 
froe hundred Shekels, and of ſweet Cynamon half fo much, 
even two hundred and fif.y Shekels, ard of ſweet Calan 
two hundred and fifty Shekels 5 and of Caſſia five knndred 
Shchels , after the Shekel of the Sanduzry, Exod. 3o. 23. 
How exact ! (you could not more heedfully diſtinguiſh 
Trog-weight from Haver de-pois; and 'tis remarkable,how 
old the Cuſtom 1s of the Apothecaries Weights , being 
divers from the common Standard; ) ard of Oyl Olive an 
Hin; thus far the Preſcript or Diſpenſatory. Then comes 
the Apothecary, And thon, thou Moſes, ſhalt make it,not put 
it off to Bczaleel or Aboliab, though intruſted with the 
making both of the Ark and Cherubims of Glory: But thou 
thy ſelf ſhalt make it an Oyjntment componnd after the Art 
of the Apothecary. 

Ard *tis the only Trade, we ever read, the Prieſts of 
the holy Live were commanded, or allowed, to exercile, 
x Chron. 9. 3o. Ard ſome of the Sons of the Prieſts made 
the Ointment of the & Pres. 

Thisdly, From the Charader of Art, with which they 
ar2 infiq.izd:; A RT is an eminent and innobling Title, 
*Fisan IntelleQual Virtre, and implies a ſtrength of Un- 
cc ritoandiings to maſter difficulties. Ingenuity OE 
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duſtry, which raiſes them above -the common &Sfardard 
of ordinary capacities. Now no Profeſſion is ſti'd an 
Art, in all the Old Teſtament, but only theirs ; *tis their 
peculiar Priviledg and Honour to at Secundum Artem: 
as if no Caling deſerved the Name of Artiſts, but only 
thetrs. | 

Fourttly, and Laſtly, From the ObjeF about which it 
is converſant 3 the Boaics, the Health, the Strength, the 
Beauty, the Eaſe, the Pleaſure, the Lives of men.. The 
worth and exccllency of an Obje@ refleCts a Dignity and 
Luſtre on that Art or Science, whoſe Obje@ it is: And 
what I have named being ſo conſiderable , needs muſt 
that Art be ſuch, which is 1mploy'd about them. So that 
what 1s. faid of Man 1n general to his great Dignity, 
Plal. 8. 5. Thou madieſt him a little Iewer than the Angels, 
and crownedſt lim with Glory and Honour - (for he ſtands 
high, whoſe place is next the higheſt creatures) may by 
an ealie ar:d unforc'd Alluſton be applied to the Apothe- 
caries, with reſpect to the Objec of their Calling. 

There are Terreſtrial Angels, whoſe work is con» 
verſant immediately abour the Souls of men, called The 
Angels of the Churches. And next mens Souls, are their 
Bodies and their Lives, and thoſe to whoſe Province the 
care of them belongs, are next 1n order, but a little 
lawer than thoſe Angels, to whom appertains the care of 
Souls. Spare me this kind, but juſt refletion on my own 
Profeſſion, who have fo fairly done you right by many 
ſuch on yours. 

The Phraſe in the Text is plainly intended as equi- 
pollent to a Syperlative, the beſt and moſt excellent 
Ozatrrent 3 and this being exprelt by the Oyntment of the 
Hpothecary, includes a Syperlative commendation of that 
Profeſſion. QUngnentum Pharmacopole , 1. pretioſum @ 
maxim? odoratum, Unguentum eximium, inſigni Arte 
confeFum, as Vatal. and Mercer on the place. 

And this for the firſ? thing to be demonſtrated, that is 
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the excellency of the SrzbjeF# , both with reſpe& to the 
Matter and Maker, th6 more might be ſaid ; yet lend me 
your Artificial Term to cloſe it with, I hope 'tis, Qran- 
tm fufficit. 

2. The Second Particular 1s its Corruption ; for all its 
excellency exempts it not from-thisz Sexd forth a ſtinking 
ſavour , which implies the greatneſs of its perverting , 
the total the utter ſpoiling of it, and turning it quite 
contrary to its deſigned End and Uſe. The excellency 
of this Ointment conliſted 1n its fragrant Smell; but a 
ſtinking Savonr is diametrically oppoſite to this, and ren- 
ders it-not only uſcleſs,and good for nothing ; but loath- 
ſome, offenſive, and very hurtful. 

3. Thirdly, The ſmalncſs of the Cauſe 5 Dead flies, or 
one dead flie, as may be gathercd from the regimen of the 
Hebrew Text, which puts a Nour plural before a Verb of 
the ſingular Number: Muſce mortne, or mortifere, 1. ve- 
nenate. For your better underſtanding this, you muſt 
know, that in the hotter Faſter» Countries Flies were 
exceeding noiſome: And you muſt not make the Expe- 
rtence 1n our own Country, a ruleand meaſure by which 
to underſtand this, and many other Scriptures ; for this 
occafions great miſtakes, when we interpret Scriptures, 
by what we find the effects of things bearing the ſame 
names '1nour own Climate ; but as they were in thoſe times 
and places where the Scriptures were written. Now tho 
1m our'colder Clime, Flies be not {© very noiſom, (tho 
even here in hotteſt Weather ready eneugh to cauſe 
great -putrefaction and ſtink) yet in the hotter places 
Flies -and other Injeds, very ſmall, were and are cx- 
ceeding n97ſom and cofenſeue, as the Cimices. z vou mult 
therefore no more conclude thoſe Flies unlike to pro- 
dace ſuch an Effet, than you would deny Spaniſh Flies 
fir to make Feſicatories, becauſe our own would avail but 
little if ſo applied. 

So tho Flies and Caterpillars be ſafficiently vexatious

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here ſometimes, yet not to be named with thoſe which 


plagued Egypt. -—

1. A Fly is a very little creature,a ſmall ching 
in appearance, to produce ſogreat, fo bad an effect : yet. 
you hear 'twill do it. 

2, 'Tis not a Deligned or Allowed Cauſe, but Caſual 
through Neglect or Careleſneſs : The Apothecary is not Mp" 
poſed to put in the dead Fly, .or ſet on the deadly poyſq- 
r0us one to blow, and leave its noifom ſpawn upon his 
Unguext 3 but to want care to keep it out and off: and 
yet, if by any chance it happen to get in, it mars, cor- 
rupts, perverts it all. Thus you have the meaning of the 
Propoſition in all its parts ; and what reſults from the 
whole is briefly this. . 

The beft, the moſt uſeful and excellent-things, are not 
only damnified, and made leſs uſctul, or ſpoil'd and ren- 
dred uſcleſs 3 bur perverted and made hurtful, not only by 
deligned Malice, but through a little heedleſs Negligence, 
and want of Care and Caution. : 

| have done with the Propoſition , the Uſe of which was 
to 1]luſtrate and ſet off the Truth contained in the redd:z- 
tion of it 5, for Solomon's (cope was not tg make a skilful 
and careful Apothecary, but a wiſe and good man. Yet 
beiore I come to that, this ſpecial occalicn doth oblige me, 
or at leaſt allow me , before I paſs farther, to adreſs my 
{:If to you, Renowned, Worthy and Ingenious At:;/ts, and 
to awaken your utmolt Caution , Diligence and Care in 
' Your Preparations, and 1n all your Applicati-us of them. 


|t becomes not me Cerſorem agere, the Learned Colledge 
C 2 hath 
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hath provided ſuch': Nor come hither on ſuch Errand, to. 
pry into the Iniquities or Failings of your Myſtery: I had 
rather ſuppoſe you all to be (which I wiſh yoa were) a- - 
bove Suſpicion. Put Apoilecarics are men, and the pex- 
fecteſt Art is too weak to vanquilh all the imperfeRtions of 
Nature. I beſeech you therctore, be wiſe, be watchful, 
be diligent, be careful to keep off all the Flies which may 
corrupt, which may pervert your excellent, your uſcful 
Medicines, 4 Fly 1s a buſte and importunecreature, 'twill 
return again after driving it away an hundred times; all 
the By-Laws of a Corporarion,and the faithful execution of 
them by their own Magiſtrates, the moſt prudent and care- 
ful Maſter aud Wardens, and the inſpeGtion of a Vigilant & 
Learned Coledge, will be too weak defences to keep them 
off; the. great Flies will break through , and the little 
ones will creep through ſuch Cobweb-xets. There muſt be 
a_ generous, a noble and refolv'd Integrity, Watchfulnels 
and care in Individuals, in every fingle and particular 4r- 
tit, to make your Medicizes exattly good and perfect, and 
never to vend or ſpend them, but while they continue 
ſuch: And if by overkeeping they have exhal'd and loſt 
their vertuc, ſtrength and ſpirits, to caſt them to the place 
to which the Salt 1s doom?d, when it hath loſt its Savorr. 
What be the Flies that moſt annoy your Shops, and may 
corrupt not your Compoſitions only, but the Ointment of 
your Name,the reputation of your Trade & calling,y ou bet- 
ter know than I. I would not ſo far exceed my bounds, as 
t9 confirm the Scandals of ©:id pro quo, or double Doſing, 
or leaving out the deareſt Szwmples, &c. by warning you a- 
vainſt them. 1 only preſs and urge you to acquit your 
{:lves like the true Sons of Art, to make. and adminiſter 
ſuch Medicaments to others, as you are Apothecaries, as you 
would be willing and defirous 1n like circumſtances to take 
your iclves, as you are men; and fortifie your ſelves with 
honeſt fixed Reſctution, by the honour of your Profe//:07 
anJ Secict;, by the confidence and expeRation of your F4- ' 
tients, 
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tients, and by the Religion of your Oaths, againſt all the 
little Artifices, and great Temptations, of underſelling one 
another, of haſte and precipitancy in a huddling diſpatch 3 
of ſpending cheap and refuſe Drugs, as not diſcove- 
rable when mixt in Compoſttiors ; and all undecent and diſ- 
honeſt Gain. - 

And to purge out ſuch bad Humours, give me leave to 
preſcribe you thele [hree little P7/s. 

1. Remember mens Health and Lives, the deareſt and 
molt precious of all their temporal Concernments, are deep- 
ly and immediately concern'd in your Profeſſion : And as - 
tis ſaid to Judges in Capital Caſes, 

De-:wvit4 hominis nulla eſt cunt#atio longa. 

So may it be ſaid to you, 

De vita hominis nulla diligentia magna. 

You {ſhould account no diligence and care too great, in 
which mans Life's at ſtake. 

In the Fable, Apollo kill'd the Serpent Pzthor with his | 
Bow and Arrowsz Apollo is the God of Phyſick : Pythor 
s that Putrefaction which corrupts the Humours, and 
breeds Diſeaſes. -But what can Apoo do without his @#i- 
ver £ or if his Arrows be 11] made , and want either Steel 
or Feathers, or he ſhoot them in a broken and deceitful 
Bow? Your Shops are Apol/2*s Armory, you make his Bow 
and Arrows; Let them be iharp and ſtrong, make them 
right and perfect, that the venomous Pythor, that would - 
devour as, may fall; that the Diſeaſes that would kill us, 

may dye at the ſtroke of thoſe Arrows you prepare, being 
we'l direfted by ApeUo's, by the wiſe Phyſicians, hand. 

decondly, Remember there are a rabble of @uacks and 
Empyricks, Mountebanks, Elixoriſts, Catholiciſts, as numerous 
asa {warm of Flies 5 and one Fly will quickly fpy another : - 
Theſe watch your halcings 3 if you make blots, theſe Game- 
ſters will be ſure to hit them : IF you give any one a Fly . 
to ſwallow, they will fetch it up again without ſtraining, 
ind preſent it ſpitefully to tte whole City, in the: dimen- 
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fions of a Camel : Therefore for the Honour of your Pro- 
fefſion , and to take away occaſion from them, who ſeek 
occaſion to reproach you , Keep off the Flies. 

Third'y, Your Art is Honourable, Renowned, Excellent, 
do not reproach it, or diſgrace it, or render it cheap, and 
baſe, and vile, by being uſeleſs or hurtful: One flaw in a 
Diamond 1s more taken notice of, than twenty ſpots, or 
cracks, or breaches in a Flint, or Pebble. 

Thoſe little creeping Sreaks, who walk like the Peſti- 
lence in darkneſs, under no Protection or Warrant, but 
their own ignorant Preſumption, may kill in ſecret, and 
no man ſees them; and their ſurviving Friends are aſhamed 
to tell who hurt them, for fear of blaſting their diſcreti- 
on, and they ſhould dye unpitied for venturing their Lives 
into ſuch hands ; and the Muſhroom that did the Miſchief 
hurts no mans credit but his own, which before was loſt to 
all wiſe men 3 for 'tis his Pride to (tand alone; and his tool 
is of his own Invention, which no man ever heard of but 
himſelf. 

But you ſtand in an open Light, the beams of publick 
Authority (ſhine round about you: The Law makes you the 
Life guard of your Fellow-Snbjeds, and it will be great 
Ingratitude and Unfaithfulneſs, to diſappoint the publick 
confidence. You are incorporated into one Body, and not 
a Member of you can err to himſelf alone : But if one 
Member do amils, all the Members ſuffer with him, and the 
whole company muſt pay for it,at leaſt in common Famezand 
"twill be ſaid, Not ſuch a man, but an Apetecary kill'd him. [ 
may apply the words of Joſhua concerning Achan, Joſh. 22. 
20. Achan the Sou of Lerah committed a treſpaſs in the ac- 
crſed thing, and wrath fell on all the Congregation of Ijracl, 
and that man periſhcd not alone in his Iniquity. So it one 
of you miſcarry in your Ar?, and by Carcletineſs do hurt 
inſtead of good, and kill inſtead of healing , that mans 
credit will not periſh alone, but the reproach will fall upon 
the whole Company. One ſinner deſtroys much good. 
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Grant me an inoffenſive freedom of one word more, 
and I ſhall diſmiſs this part of the Text. 

Take heed as of Flies, ſo of flying higher than your 
ſation 3 *tis good for every man to abide 1n his own Cal- 
ling : There 1s a vaſt difference bet wixt making and ad- 
miniſtring Phyſzcks Nothing is more common than for 
one Trade to make Tools, for other trades to work with. 

What was really in the ſervice of God's Temple, is ina 
ſhadow and figure in that of /Eſculapirs 5 there were 
Prieſts and Levites, here are your reſemblances, (as the 
reputed Gods were always Apes of the true one.) The 
Learned Coledge are his Prieſts, you are his Levites. Ko- 
rh had no ſmall honour to be as he was, and he had been 
wiſer and happier, if he had known hoyv to value and to 
keep his ſtation. As *is your wiſdom not by any Fly to 
defle your own Neſt, ſo twill be your honour to avoid 
the fault of Rexber, the flying up unto your Fathers couch. 
If any cenſure this part of my Diſcourſe, as being fitter 
for an Oration in your Hall, than a-Sermon from the Pulpit, 
let that man know, my Text is Scripture, and 1 think I 
have kept to itz and am not conſcious to my fclt of lay- 
ing one ſtone beſides the foundation. . But inſtead of all 
Apology, I ſay, I have ſeriouſly endeavoured to make men 
juſt and honeſt 1n their particular Callingsz and 1n being 
ſo, there-is more ſolid Religion, than in many airy Specu- 
lations, in which Ll fear too many place the greateſt part, 
If not the whole, of their Religion. And I hope I may 
yet redeem the Errour, if it be one. Paſs we on there- 
fore from the Parable to the Moral of it : And from the 
Caution required to make a"*good Apothecary, to the care 
and wiſdom to make a good Man: For as dead Flies, fo 
doth a little Folly make his 2ame ſtink, (which ſhould and 

would be as a precious Ointment ) who is in reputation for 
Wiſdom and Honour. 

Though this be the Heart , the Life , the Text of the 
{ext, I am conſtrained to be conciſe in the Explication of - 
It, 
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it, to redeem the time the other coſt us. But I hope I may 
be brief, without being obſcure ; becauſe this 1s made 
eaſie by underſtanding, that the deſign and end of that be- 
Ing to illuſtrate this 3 and indeed it doth it very appo- 
litely : For the Propoſition and Reddition run parallel, not 
only in the number of their parts, but alſo in correſpon- 
ding of one part with another; which anſwer one the 0- 
ther, 4s iz water face anſwers to face - For here, as there, 
we have a good SubjedF, the bad corruption of it, and the 
Cauſe procuring that Corruption. 

Firſt, The good Subje@,reputation for wiſdom ; a good 
name, or the honour to be eſteem'd a wiſe man. 

Secondly , The bad corruption imply'd, the loſs of this 
Reprtation ;, the falling under the reproach, the-r// Savonr 
of being almoſt, or altogether a Fool. | 

Thirdly, The Cauſe of it, A little Folly : One fooliſh, 
raſh, or heedlels ation; and there 1s a great affinity and 
lively reſemblance betwixt them. 

Firſt, Betwixt the ſubjects, Ointment, and a good nant, 
Reputation, Cant. 1.4. Thy name zs as Ointment. Ecclel.7. 
I. A good name 7s better than precious Ointment. They both 
have a fragrant Sawvour 3 they both make the face to ſhine, 
Eccleſ. 8.1. They both rejoyce and make glad the heart. 
They both give agility and aCtivity, the one to the Body, 
= other to the Mind : They are both eaſily corrupted and 
loſt. | 

Secondly, Petwixt the corruption of them. It ſpoils the 
Ointment , lo it ſpoils a mans Credit and Reputation. It 
rakes the Ointment uſeleſs; fo it ruins a mans »ſefiulneſs. 
His words, which before were c{teem'd as Oracles, are now | 
deſpiſed , and nothing ſet by. His Rebakes, which before 
aw'd all with their Authority, are now like Arrows with- 
out an head, or a Sword without an edge, make no 1m- 
preſſion, or are ſcornfully retorted on himſelf, with C/o: 
dins mrchum z or at leaſt, Medice teipſum. 

Thirdly, Make it oiſome and hurtful ; So a wiſe mans 
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Folly do's a great deal of Miſchief, gives bad Example, and - 
ſeduces others to lin , and becomes excuſes and encorage- 
ments to them, to harden and embolden them in evil, 
Ego homuncio non facerem? when ſuch or ſuch dare do the 
fame. 

Fourthly, Betwixt the Cauſes, the Fly and Fol : The 
Fly, a ſmall creature, ſoa little folly; one exorbitancy the 
Fl; falls in for want of caution, a caſual not deſigned 
Cuiſe 3 ſo Heedleſncls, and want of Circumfpe@tion and 
Watchfulneſs, The Fly is a buſte, importune creature, 
vet may be kept out with care: So 1s Belzebub, ihe God of 
flies, who tempts to fo/y and fin, yet may be driven away 
with diligence 5 Watch and Pray, that you fall not into 
temptation, Reſiſt the Devil, and he will jlee from you. 

Having touch'd the Parallel of the parts of the Text, 
the words of this Second Branch, or the Moral reddition 
runs thus tranſlated Litterally Pretioſum 4 fapicntia, a glo- 
1:12, flultitie parum 5 3p, ignites rare, precious, honour- 
able 3 or as we render it, one in reputation : the ſenſe is 
imperfe&, the Verb being omitted, and muſt be under- 
ſtood, to make the ſenſe compleat and full : and way be 
beſt drawn or borrowed from the foregoing Propoſition, 
corrupts, ſpoils, or makes to ſtink, and may be fully thus 
expreſt, Though Wiſdem, and the glory reſulting from it, 
gains and gives a man great Repytation, yet a little Fol/y 
will corrupt, pervert, and forfeit that eſteem and Reputa- 
tron. 

Here are two Cauſes afſtgn'd for the acquiring Reputa- 
tion ; Wiſdom, Glory: and one of the loling of 1t when 
acquired, a litile Folly. 

{ {hall briefly explain the meaning of all theſe, ſo far as 
s neceſſary for the underltanding and clearing the truth 
before us : Of the two Cauſes aflign'd for gaining Repu- 
tion, one 18 internal, Wiſdom 3, the other external, Glory: 
which is the proof and manifeſtation of that Wildom. For 
vlory is Excellency manifeſted. 
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r. 1#iſdom is that intellefual Vertue and pradctica] Sei- 
cnee, which dire&s men to manage and order their affairs 
diſcretely and to the beſt advantage 3 particularly that by 
which we chuſe a good End, and purſue 1t by fit means: 
The End muſt be important and pertinent , ſome thing of 
wcizht and worth, and proper for win that chuſuth it, to 
do him good, an id make him h; apzy 5 If thou be'ſt wiſe, thou 
halt be wiſe fer thy ſelf. It berg the fute, or "rather the 
fanlt of too many men, to know "what's good for any bo- 
dy but themſclvcs: And this End muſt be attalnable, and 
enjoyable, poſſible to be got and kept. For be it never 
ſo excellent m it ſelf, yet 1f it be impoſſible to be attain'd 
by us, or being ſo, to be retain'd ; the choice of it is but 
the planting of 4 fools Paradiſe tor our ſelves, and our Fan- 
cy raiſcs Caſtles in the Air. Next, the Means muſt be law- 
ful and honeſt, ſuitable and apt, probable and proportio- 
nable to effect what they are defign'd for ; that is, the 
attatnment of the end propounded. For without ſuch 
{writing the Means to the End, we ſhall but agno conatu 
»ihbil agere ; loſe all our pains, fit down diſappointed,and 
in the latter end ſhallbe but Fools. 

2; Glory being in general the manifeſtation and proof 
of the internal excellency of things or perſons , by Glory 
here muſt be underſtood, a mans manifeſting and proving 
of himſclt to be wile, by purſuing of the forenamed Me- 
thods. And this being a brief account of Wiſdom and oi 
che (cry that reſults from aCting according to its meaſures, 
aid red nm being menſura 11 C9 obliquri 3 you may CONC clude 
what Folly is, which is contrary to it :. And the /:ttle Folly 
inthe Text is an errour, or defe& in any one of thee, in 
choice of end or means : Which like one Wheel, being out 
of crder,- makes the whole. Engine ſtand oiics. and good 
_ tor rothmg. From this more gezcral Confideration of tlic 
words, I thall only draw two Cerolaries, which I inall ra- 
th-r name than proſecute. 

i"#// , "Tis the only true and ſolid Glozy af a ma!) - 
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ke a wiſe.man : The Pyramid of Honour will link, if this 
be not its Baſes : That Paln will wither which is not nou- 
riſhed by this root: and no wonder 3 for Wiſdom is the 
Soul of the Intellectual World, that Souls eye, that eyes 
Light, and that lights Sun : *Tis Lifes Grardzan, *tis the 
Angels Mirrour, tis Gold's own Shadew, Reficzion and 
Image 3 'tis Reaſorrs bloſloming, yea the fruit into which 
that Bloſſom grows, yea the Beauty, Sweetneſs and Nou- 
nſhment that Fruit attords. For though Reaſon makes us 
Vlen., the want of Wi/doz: will unman us ; the Pſalmiſt 
having long fince told us, {hat mar, though in bowonr, 
wanting underſtanding , becomes like the beaſts that periſi, 
Plal. 49. 20. and forteits the honour of bcing 2 man, by 
loing the glory of being a wiſe man. 

Second Corolary. The higher any man is raisd in Repru- 
tation, by manifeſting himſelf wiſe , the more circumſpet 
he is concern'd to be, to fecute his ſtation; for a [:ttlc 
Folly will depoſe him, tho he reign'd over mens minds by 
the Scepter of his wiſdexz. *Tis tickliſh ſtanding on a Pi- 
nacle: and beſides the danger of becomirg giddy 3 a ſmall 
inchning either way may bring him down by the over- 
poiſe of his own weight : And tho he's like enough to fall 
unpitied, he cannot do ſo unobſerved. His height expoſes 
him to all mens view, to moſt mens exvy 3 and 'tisnext to 
impoſiible for him to tread awry , without {vercſt Cer- 
jzre, who hath ſo many watchtul eyes upon him. For a: 
it follows, werſ. 3. after the Text, When his wiſdom failerh 
bin, ke ſaith to every one, he is a Fool. No wonder there- 
tore they believe him to his own prejudice, and evcry one 
will call, at leaſt doth think him fo. 

But I haſten to a more particulzr and eminent {ignifica- 
tion cf the words , and ro which I conceive they were 
lpnally deſigned : *Tis very obvious , that by V} 5{dezz wi 
theſe ſacred Pages, eſpecially in thoſe where Solomon was 
the Spirits Amanuenſis, is meant true Piety, ſincere Rehi- 
gion and Godlineſs, the being wiſe to God, and unto Sa. 
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vation : As by Folly is meant IVickedneſs , Iniquity and 
Sin: The Good man is the Wiſe man, and the Sinner 1; 
the Fool : The fear of the Lord that is wiſdom , and to de- 
part from-cvil that is underſtandi-g, Job 28. 28. The fear 
of the Lord is the beginning of iVijdow, the head, the chief, 
the beſt of wiſdom 5 A good nnderſtanding have they that 
keep his Commandwents,Plal. 111. 10. The fear of the Lord 
#s the beginning of wiſdom, ar:d the knowledg of the Holy, or 
which maketh holy, i true underſtanding, Prov. 9. 10. $0 
that to be in reputation for Wiſdom, 1s to be eſteem'd a 
pious good man 5 and the little Folly which corrupts it, 
is ſome one Sin. Hence note, 

He that allows himſelf in one Sin, will forfeit, deſtroy, 
and loſe the honour and advantage of all his reputed Pie- 
ty and Goodneſs, One ſecret boſom-(in indulged, or ne- 
pleted to be mortified, will ruin that man who ſeems un- 
blameable, and free from others ; As one Cloud may ob: 
ſcure the whole Sz, one Doſe of Poyſor fill all the Pot 
with death 3 one Gap let in the Reaſts which may deſtroy 
a Field, which elſwhere was well-fenced ; one /eak may (nk 
@ Ship 3 one breach 1n a Sea-wall drown the adjacent Coun- 
try; one Paſs unguarded , one Port ſurprized , let 1n an 
Hxemy to take the Town ; one jairrivg-ftring mar al! the 
Muſick.z one houſe on fire {pread and Jay waſte a famous 
City into ruins; yea one little ſpark, blow up a Magazine; 
one 9fab let out the Soul and Life, as certainly, as fataily, 
as twenty. Excuſe ſach an heap of Alluſions, which I mul- 
Liply to faſten this nail more ſurely by many ſtroake. 

Accept theſe Reaſons for the confirmation of this a- 
wakemng, weighty Truth. 

Firſ# , One Sin committed brings us under the Laws 
Cr:r/e; and one fin allowed is inconſittent with that Since- 
ri:y the Goſpel accepts, inſtead of that finleſs perfection 
rc Law cxads: So that one ſuch Sin will render us to0 
right in the-Ballance of the Sanctuary, and caſt him tat 
2oRtiugs In it at both Tribunals, Firſt, At that of toc 
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Law, if he commit it 5 Carſed 3s eoomy one that continueth” 
not in all things that are written in the Law to do them, 
Gal. 3.10. All have ftnned and come ſhort of the glory of 
God, Rom. 3.23. Which Propoſution undeniably reſolves 
it (cf into this truth , That every one that ſinneth, falls 
ſhort of the Glory of God; ipſo faFo debars himlelf, 
cannot reach or attain to it, 1f he ſtands Tr7al at the Laws 
Par. 
Secondly, At that of the Goſpel, if he allow it and in- 
dulge itz The Law admits of no Repentance, that's a 
vouchſafement of Goſpe!-Grace: But then Repentance muſt 
be fincere, that is, unfeigned Sorrow for , and a ſerious 
turning from all known Sin. We mult keep the Law as 
the apple of our Eye; and the leaſt duſt will make the eye 
water, and twill not be quiet ti]l it hath wept it our. 
Sincerunt, quaſi ſine cer4 5, the Honey is not pure, till all the 
wax and droſs be purged off. What's done lincerely, 1s 
done with reſpe& to God ; and he who doth any thing 
which God bids him , becauſe God bids him, will do all 
that God doth bid him : the Conſequence is good, 4 qua- 
tens ad o0z17e, He obeys his own Will, and not God's, 
who in any one particular prefers his own Will above 
Goa'sz and would have had as little re{pe& to the Will of 
God, even in thoſe things he doth according to it, had 
they croſt his own Will, as he hath in that particular, 1n 
which his own Will hath preference bcfore it. Twas the 
proof of Caleb's uprightneſs, that he followed God fully, 
Numb. 14. 24. The Charader of a fincere man is com- 
priſed in the teſtimony God gave of David, Aft. 13.22. 4 
haze found David a man after mine own heart, which ſhall 
fulfil all my will. And mn that Rule the ſame David ſet to 
bimſclf, Pſai. £10. 6. Then Tſhall zet be «ſhamed, when I ſhall 
have reſþe& to all thy Command ments. 
Secondly, A Second Reaſon, Becauic every fin doth not 
nly expoſe a raan to the ſtroak of the Penal Sanction of 
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againſt every Tranſgreſſion, The wages of ſ171, of every fin, 
3s death; but makes him an Offender againſt the whole 
Preceptive part, and Guilty of violating all the Righte- 
ouſnels which it requires 5 St. James 2. 10. For whoſoever 
ſhall keep the whole Law, and yet offend in one point, is guilty 
of all, Lex eft copnfativa., The Will of God is but one en- 
tire Will, which Will is our univerſal San&ification, as 
Sr, Pariltells us, 1 Thef. 4. 3. and the whole Law is but the 
declaration of this cne entire Will of God : 'One Chaiy, 
though wade of many Links (the ſeveral Commandments) 
by which he binds'us to Obedience: And he that wrin- 
cheth one Link aſunder, breaks the Chair, although he 
break not every Link, As the whole man 1s wounded, 
though the Solutio continu happen but 1a a lingle Member ; 
and the whole maſs of Bloud may be exhauſted by oneO;. 
fice in the Arm or Foot. The whole Law 3s comprehended in 
ene werd ,, Love, Rom. 13. Gal.5, And every lingle Sin 
makes a breach upon, and offers violence to, either the 
Love of God, or our Neighbour ; and ſo ilitates againſt 
that Love, which is the Summ and Centre , the very Life 

and Spirit of the Rozal Law. 
Thirdly, Becauſe there is more real El in one Sin, than 
there 1s real Grood 1n all our Righteouſneſs ; for our beſt 
Righteouſneſs is good but in part, and very imperfedtly: 
but our lealt Sin 1s totally and wholy evil. Our Righte- 
oulucls indeed may pleaſe God, but it cannot profit him; 
Car a man be profitable to God, as he that is wiſe may be pro- 
fitable for himſelf s Is it gain to bim, that thou makeſs thy 
ways perfed £ (aith Eliphaz to Fob 22. My goodneſs, faith 
David, extendeth not to thee, Pial. 16. But there is a mar 
tzzrity 1n fin, which ({trikes at God's Authority and Lite, 
would dethrone him of his Sovereignty , pull the Crows 
Tom his Head, and wreſt the Scepler out of his Hand ; not 
Dnly violate and break , but cancel and repeal his Holy 
ws, yea would deſtroy his Being, that he might not ex- 
cute the delerved Wrath , nor infli& the Vengeance he 
| hat1 
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23th threatned. Therefore the Schocl; have term'd it Dez- 
cidinm.. | | 

' This will appear yet plainer, in what concerns our 
Neigbbour © He that kills one man, doth him more wrong, 
than he doth good to all the world , by mere forbearing 
to- invade their Lives. It merits no Reward, to lot thy 
Neighbour live 3 but 1t deferves the Gallows, if thou make 
him die. Sin 1s a Spiritual Poiſon , one Dram of which 
will ſpoil a wholeſom Dilh ; but a whole Meſs at a Feaſt 
would not correCft an Ounce of Ar/2ich, No Food , nor 
Phyich neither (pace veſtr# be it ſpoken) will make a dead 
man live 3 but a ſmall Doſe of any fort of Pozſor will cauſe 
a living man to dye. The converſe of an hundred ſound 
and healthful men can't cure one that's ſich of the Plagne 3 
but his Contagion may infett a thouſand. If ove bear holy 
fleſh in the shirt of his garment, and with bis shirt do touch 
bread, or pottage,wine, or ol, or any meat, it ſhall not be holy 
but if one that zs unclean by a dead body , touch any of theſe, 
it ſhall be anclean, Hag.2.12,13. The whole pot of Oiutment 
did not embalm the fy, but one f!y corrupteth the whole 
jot of Ointment. One ſianer, or a ſinner in ore particular, 
deſtroys much good, Ecclefl. g.ult. 

Fourthly, Another reaſon 1s , Becauſe $7z 15 of a difiu+ 
ive, ſpreading and infeftious nature; like a fretting Lepro- 
fe, 'twill eat into the very heart and ſou! : The Apoſtle 

compares it to Leave, a little of which, he tells us, will 
icaver the whole lamp, and ſowr the whole maſs 3 'tis like 
a'Cangrene, "twill in a little time corrupt the Blood, and 
by its C7rculation convey its Verom to the Vitals and no- 
vler parts, though it began but'1n a Toe, or Finger : 'twill 
fret like a Canker, and grow to more ungodlineſs. Though 
Nemo reperte fit turpi(ſizznus, No man is Superlatively wic- 
ked at the firſt daſh ; yet a Muſtard-ſced will grow 1ntoa 
Tree, and all wiclean Birds may and will make their Nefts 
init, The ſmalleſt Graiz of fin, if ſuffered to take roof, 
will ſpread till Legions both of Sins and Deci/s may be 
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ſhelter'd in it. The egg of a Cockatrice , if not timely 
cruſht , will break out into a fiery flying Serpent. Je! 4. 
rica exorbitantia, vel propenſio ad ſermones licentioſos,gulumy, 
Venerem, &c. corrumpent non ſolum ſapientis gloriam, ſed G 
ſapientiam, que vitiis & erroribus paulatim aſſuefaciens, tan. 
dem degenerabit in's: eram cacitatem: As a Learned man up- 
on this Text. 

Ezil words corrupt good manners 5 and he that hath 
learnt to ſpeak il}, will ſoon teach himſelf to do ſo. One 
Sin indulg'd will blind the Mind, corrupt the Judgment, 
cnllave the Will , pervert the AﬀeCtions, ſcar and defile 
the Conſcicnce, barden the Heart, and bring the whole 
Man into Captivity and Bondage. 'T1s like letting in of 
waters, they will widen the paſſage by their own motion, 
when they have got an entrance. When Selowor bows his 
Loins to ſtrange Women, he preſently bows his Knces to a 
ſirange God, If David be idle, his Eyes will be buſte, and 
they enflame his Heart , till he hath defiled Bathſheba : 
Next, he mak«cs her Husband drunk with the hlood of the 
Grape, ard ſtops not till he hath made himſelf drunk with 
the bloud of her Husband, If Luft be ſuffered to entice, 
it will. conceive, and then 7t brings forth Sin, ard Sin when 
tis finiſhed brings forth Death, Jam. 1,14, 15. If Peter 
once deny his Mafter, hell do it again and again; yea 
he'll! fer/wear him too, and carſe himſclE. ' Scelus ſcelere tu- 
endum, is a Maxim pradiiled by more than will profeſs to 
CW 1t. IF thou goclt one Nile with it willivgly , it will 
rerfaade or conſtrain thee to go many more. 

1 afily, Which I add, becauſc too many, like the jſt 
Fudge, neither fear God, mor reverence man, bat have can: 
cci!'d all reſtraints, neither caring what one ſaith, nor the 
other think 3 yet ſome who have mace ſhipwrack of their 
(cr ference, and caſt off all ſenile of another world, retain a 
tundirncis for their Reputation , and are awed by the ccn 

urs and opirtons of this world, 

Cnc Sin will forfeit thy Credzt in the eſteem of o- 
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and eclipſe the glory of thy former goodneſs. Thzs ſhall 
be forgotten, that ſhall bc remembred to thy ſhame 5 as 
one Injury is engraven in Marble, when twenty Benefits 
are written in the Sayd ; And by how much the more thy 
former Vertnes made thee ſhine and give a luſtre , by fv 
much the more conſpicuous will thy clcuding and eclipſe 
de.

Crimen habet, quanto majcr qui peccat habetur. Juv. 

The world hath no better ſpurt, nor can wiſh fitter mat- 
ter for an inſulting Trizmph , than when they have occa- 
ſon to ſay of reputed zerinors and good men, How art iher: 
fallen, O Lucifer, ſor of the riorning How art i] 01 be» 
come like one of #59 Bad men think no Kever'ge fo {ireet, 
a3 what they take on thoſe, whoſe former Ferixes have 
condemn'd their Fices: Nor any Fuſtificaticn of their 
courſes ſo clear, as when thoſe who did accrſe them, repeal 
their Sextence by doing the like things. You muſt there- 
fore expe& no Mercy, if you give them this advantage : 
They will bite your Repntaticn till their teeth meet, and 
rend your Names into ſo many picces, 'twill ke impothble 
to make them whole again. Ez hath a piercing eye, and 
ſhrill voice, and nothing inci:es 1t more than the praiſe of 
Tiſdom and well-doing : Therefore if they that have ac- 
quir'd it, give any ambr4ge, or the leaſt occalion, they 
who ſeek occaſion to ſpeak evil, will catch it greedily, and 
proclaim it as on the hoxſe-tops , and with a ſound ſhriller 
than a Trumpet. 

Ditid tells us, The wicked watcheth againſt the righteous, 
al, 37. 32, Yea, Plotteth againſt the juſt : Like the De- 
7! tempt firſt, that they may afterwards accuſe : And i: 
they draw them into their toyls, will lead their Names 1n 
ſcornful Triumph through all the City 3 as Vulcan dealt with 
Mars, when he had encloſed himin his Net , exnoſed him 
naked to the laughter and ſport of all the gods. 


{ beg your leave and patience for a ſhort Application : 
E We 
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We have a Saying, that Applicatzor is the life of Preaching ; 
which is ſo very true, it needs no Apology : but the diſuſe 
of it is rather a fault too big for any excuſe, but eſpecially 
at this time and place, where thoſe to whom I preach, by 
their continual praftice mind me of it. For what is an 
Apothecarz's Buſincſs, Profeſſion, Uſefulneſs, but to apply 
ſuitable and proper Medicines to their diſeaſed, labouring, 
Patientss Give me leave therefore to apply this truth ; 

Firſt, As a Cephalick to help your Heads; to cure and 
retihc your Judgments 3 to draw down thoſe Fumes, thoſe 
erroneous Vapours which would diſturb and pervert your. 
Underitandings. 

If one Sz, alittle Folly will do ſo much Miſchief, then 
ſin is not ſo light a matter as moſt men think it. Fools 
»1ake a mock at ſin : but their doing ſo, deſervedly ſtigma- 
tizes them with that reproachful brand.: 'Tis the moſt ex- 
aggerated manner of ſpeaking , when Idexe de ſeipſo pre- 
dicatur; as the Apoſtle, Rom. 7. 13. Sir that it might. 
appear ſin, Sin became exceeding ſinful. There are amongſt 
other, three things which ſhew Sin to be Sin, exceeding- 
ſinful z the greateſt and the worſt of evils. Firſt, The 
Wrath,the infinite, the eternal Vengeance it hath kindled 
in the heart of that God, who 1s the Lover of men. Se- 
corly, The price it coſts to cxpiate and take it away, the 
tea(t (pot which 1s cauſed by 1t , no leſs than the Blood of 
God. Thirdly, The miſchief it hath done in the world; 
one Sin made Legions of brizht and holy Azgels become 
the blackeſt, and moſt accurſed Devils, and threw them 
heatlong from the height of Heaven to thebottom of Hell. 
One Sin , the eating of an Apple againſt command, erazd 
God's image, forfeited God's favour, impoyſoned all the 
ſtreams which flow from Adam downward to the end of 
the world, and its venom will never be exhauſted. 

Secondly, IF one Sin will do ſo much, What will a trade, 
an habit, a coarſe of fin do ? If the righteous hardly be ſa- 
zed, bccauſe of their involuntary falls, where ſhall the 74 
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godly and ſinner appear ? Tf the unwelcome preſence of it 
make an Apoſtle cry out , O wretched man that I am , who 
ſhall deliver me—— What is their ſtate, what ſhall be their 
end, who chuſe it , who delight in it, who draw Iniquity 
with cords of vanity, and ſin as with a cart rope ? 

Thirdly, They are exceedingly deccived who think they 
can compenſate for their Sins, by their Religious Duties 3 
and dare make bold with Cod, becauſe they think to quit 
ſcores with him. As if a few drops of Ointment could per- 
tume and embalm a whole ſwarn of dead Flies; when one 
of them is enough to render all your ſtore.unſavoury,to 
turn your Prayers into (in, and make your very Sacrilices 
an bomination. 

Secondly, Let me apply it as a corroſire to cat out the 
dead fleſh, to eat down the proud fleſh which is ſo prone 
to grow up 1n our hearts. The Apoſzle ſpeaks of ſome thar 
are paſt feeling, a woful ſymptom they are (© far dead; for 
he that wants ſenſe, wants life. 

'Tis fin allow*d and loved, which canterizeth the con(c's 
ence; but the ſerious conſideration of the infinite evil of 
in, will cure 1ts auzeſs, and fetch it again to life and feel - 
ng; unmortified (in mortifies the heart, and makes it rot- 
ten; but mortifie fin by the ſerious meditation of rhe 
greatneſs of the evil that 1s 1n 1t, and the dead fleſh will fall 
off from thy heart, and it will 7zcarmate grow ſound a- 
gain, 

Next, Apply it to eat down the proud fleſh. Pride is 
every where abominable, tho' it have Peanty tor its Mo- 
ther, and Plenty for its Nurſe. But 'tis molt intolerable, 
when 'tis bred from deformity,and thrives and growsplump 
at the breaſts of Poverty. Ugly and proud, Loathſome and 
proud, Poor and proud, we can neither {peak nor think on 
this, without both aſtoniſhment and abhorrence. 

Now nothing renders men {ſo loathſomee, makes fo poor, is 
lin; therefore a proud (inner is the moſt hateful objec in 
the ſight of God and all good men; and if one (ia can do 
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o. much, how vile and noifomemuſt we be whoſe 7niquities 
are more than the hairs of eur heads ! How ſhould this rake 
down our pride! how humble ſhou}d ſuch finners be ! how 
ſhould we cover our {clves with confuſion of face, and ab- 
horring our {clves, repent in duſt and aſhes! 

Thirdly and laſily, Let me apply it as a prophylaFick, to 
preſerve you againſt a threefold dangerous infeCtion. 

Firſt, Againſt the temptation of performing good du- 
tics in an ill manner. Sena ſane. Reſt not in the work 
done, in matters of Religion ; but be careful to do them 
well. God loves adverbs; regards the manner morethan the 
matter. It was a ſtanding Miracle in the Temple at Feruſa- 
lem, *cis ſaid no Flyes infeſted it, tho? fo much blood was 
daily ſhed in it. Do not only read, and hear, and pray, and 
receive, and meditate, but in all theſe worſhip God in ſpi- 
rit. Be vigorous, be zealous, fervent in ſpirit, ſerving the 
Lord. This will keep off the Flyes of wanderings, wea- 
rinek, dulncſs, coldneſs; while the Ointment boils, or keeps 
its heat, no Fljze will light or venture' to remain a blow- 
ing-time upon It. 

Secondly, Againſt being impos'd upon by little fins. For 
tho' I am no Sroick, to aſlcrt equality of ſins; yet I do 
and muſt aſſure you, tho' comparatively ſome are leſs than 
othe:s, yet abſolutely ſpeaking there are none ſuch. For 
there is no little Grd to fila againſt ; no little Heaven to be 
forteited and loſt ; no little Ze/ to be puniſht in; and the 
leaſt allowed ſia unmortified and unrepented of,is concern'd 
1o all theſe great things 3 a /it:le folly hazards all theſe vaſt, ' 
rhelernfinite conceraments. | 

Liſfily, Againſt being ſurpriſed by thy own fins, or deal- 
159 gently with them becauſe they are thy- Darlings. No 
Ewenics are {o dangerous as thoſe of a mans own houſe: no 
{in:io like to ruine us, as boſome ones. His own iniquities 
j90477 take the wicked himfelf; and be fhall be holden with the 
ers of his fins, Prov. 5.22. Such are, 1. Hereditary (ins, 
more peculiarly propagated to us, and inſenſibly conveyes 
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in our firſt rudiments, and ſuckt in as it were with our Mo-' 
thers Milk. Some Families intailing their tranſgreſſions on 
their deſcendants more ſurely than their Lands. 2. The 
fins which flow from thy Conſtitution 3 for no bias warps 
men aſide more violently, than the predominancy of their 
natural temper. 3. The fins to which thou art expoſed by 
thy calling and profeſſion of life ; for there are few Myſte- 
ries free from ſome ſpecial iniquity. 4. The ſins of the 
times and places which thou liveſt in ; for there are few ſo 
happy as to be free from Epidemical diſeaſes in this reſpect : 
from theſe four quarters do uſually blow thoſe ſtrong winds 
which bring the ſwarms of Flyes which prove a ſorer plagne 
to mens fouls, than thoſe which plagued Egypt, Exod. 8.20. 
tho' the land was corrupted by that ſwarm of Flyes, v. 24. 
Theſe are thy /z#tle anes, thy own dear off-/pring,which thou 
wilt be as fond of, on that account, as Parents of their If 
ſue, But thou muſt daſh theſe /ittle ones againſt the ſtones; 
theſe right ezes muſt be placket out, theſe r:ght hands muſt be 
cat off and caſs away, tf thou reſolve for heaven.
